THE SOCKtESS STATESMAN. 


Hon. Jerry Simpson of Medicine Bow, 


Kansas, Congressman elect from that State, 
was always a Republican and believed 
what tbe politicians and newspaper organs 
of that party said on the tariff question.

to investigate the tariff question and in 
etead of advocating a duty on imports, ai 
was his wont a few years ago, he is now a 
confirmed free trader. 
This led Mr 


Simpson to inquire if the assertion of Be 
publican place hunters that Democrats are 
free traders was founded on fact, and he 
flnda that to be as false as tho other asser- 
tion tha't the foreign producer pays the 
(as on imports. 
He ia therefore as much 


disgusted with tbe Democrats as with his 
old associates, the Bepublicans. He pio- 
claitns from the stamp that the Democrats 
favor a tariff for revenue, and that is not 
free trade, in fact it means a high tariH, 
As Mr. Simpson wants the custom houses 
abolished he is at outa with the Democrats 
and will not affiliate with them in Congress.

A communication relating to the act of 


the Legislature creating a State Board of 
Assessors and Equalization is printed in 
the JOURNAL. Tho writer assumes that the 
act, if impartially enforced, will be really 
beneficial to the State, and there is np- 
parently no reason for 
doubting 
the 


assumption. Nevertheless the aot has ot- 
jectlouable features, one 
< f which—that 


relating to the assessment of individual 
property—is pointed out by the correspond- 
ent. Another is, that thera U no appeal 
from the deoUion of tho Board in assessing 
railroad property. 
If the Board places 


the valuation of railroads at $1,000 per 
mile, the public Lave no redress, and if it 
values the roads at $20,000 a mile, the 
owners most submit to its decree. Its will 
is absolute ia this important matter and 
there is DO appeal from its decision. This 
centralization of power is undemocratic 
and in any other State would be considered 
nnrepubUcan. 


The Board, however, is composed ol 


respectable men, and while three of its 
members might bankrupt tho State by as- 
sessing railroads at one-fifth their value 
or work a hardship on the railroad com 
panies by assessing them at enormously 
high figures, it is not probable that they 
will abuse this power, and it is reasonable 
to expect tb&t this year, at least, theie wil 
be a just and fair valuation placed by thi 
Board upon all railroad property in tbe 
State of Nevada.

WRECKED ON A KOCK. 


Miraculous Escape of the Engineer and 


Fireman. 


Night before last the ezprest train from 


the West was wrecked by a rook at the 
west end of Tunnel 15, near Floriston. It 
had been raining heavily in the moun- 
tains, and a rook, which was estimated to 
weigh, about three tons, rolled on to the 
traok near the month of the tonne). En- 
gineer Young noticed the obstruction on 
Ike traok the moment the headlight shone 
upon it, and he applied the air brakes to 
the train. 
He was too close to get the 


train stopped, and the engine struck the 
rook andj,pti*brd it to the tunnel, where it 
rolled to one side, while the engine was 
pushed the.other way and wedged tight be- 
tween the rock and the side of the tunnel. 
Engineer "Dad" Young and Fireman Grif- 
fin remained at their posts, and although 
the engine is a total wreck, in fact, Wil- 
liam MoPhercon, Foreman of the oar 
•hops at Wadsworth, who went with Su- 
perintendent Agler and a wrecking party 
to the scene of the disaster, says it ia 
so badly damaged that it oannot be re- 
paired, the engineer and fireman escaped 
unhurt. 
Wrecking crews were speedily 


dispatched from Trnokee and Wadsworth 
to the scene of the wreck. 
The rock had 


to be blasted, as it was impossible to move 
It whole, and the concussion loosened large 
masses of rook in the roof of the tunnel, 
which had to be removed before a train 
could get through. 
The wrecking crews 


worked like Trojans, and about 3 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon the read was clear and 
the eipress train came through, followed in 
a few minutes by the fast mail, which had 
been delayed nearly six Lours, 


The express oar, which was next the en- 


gine, was badly broken, one end being 
•tove in, and it shook Messenger George 
Saekett np considerably and made him 
think for a while that road agents had 
wrecked the train for the purpose of rob- 
bing it.

THE STATE BOARD- OF ASSESSORS. 


One Who Believes It Will Prove Bene- 


ficial to the State.' 


EDITOB 
STATE 
JOPBNAL:—Heretofore 


yon briefly referred to the Act of the last 
Legislature, creating a Stnte Board of As- 
sessors and Equalization, and submitted 
some observations as to the course, which 
in its judgment, should be pursued by the 
Board, probably »ith a viow of obtaining 
an expression, throughout the State, of 
the opinions of the press and people gen- 
erally, but thus for the subject has not en- 
listed attention from any quarter, and 
seems to be regarded as of no particular 
consequence, whereas,in point of fact, it is 
one of the most important measures that 
has ever been enacted into a law in this 
State. 


Your correspondent, upon this as upon 


every other question involving the inter- 
ests of the people of Nevada, has nn unqxial- 
ified opinion, and therefore asserts upon a 
careful aud unprejudiced examination of 
this statute that its main provisicns are 
eminently proper, and if properly and con- 
servatively 
enforced, veil! promote the 


equalization of public burdens, nnd secure 
a better adjustment of the valuation of 
property, than wo have ever bad under old 
methods. Had he been consulted in form- 
ulating the act be wonld have eliminated 
some of its provisions, and especially that 
which enables the Board to pass upon in- 
dividual assessments, as the exercise of this 
power might result in considerable hard- 
ship to individual taxpayers, by requiring 
their attendance before the Board from re- 
mote and far distant quarters of the State 
in order to defend against complaints 
upon their valuations, but there is scarcely 
any law that is not attended with some 
hardship, where property lights are in- 
volved, and the high official stations of th a 
members of the Board will be a guarantee 
that the exercise of this power will only be 
resorted to in extreme oases, and then only 
for the most urgent reasons. 


The provisions requiring the Board to 


assess rai' roads and taking this class of 
property out of the hands of local assessors 
is eminently jest and proper, as the assess- 
ment rolls of the various counties through 
which the Central Pacific is located fur- 
nish the most convincing reasons. 
For 


instance, in Elko county the road ia as- 
sessed at $10,000 per mile, and in the ad- 
joining county of Eureka, where the read 
is not worth one dollar more, the assess- 
ment is $14.000 per mile; this assepsment 
is likewise made in Lander county, and 
Humboldt falls back to $10,000, and 
Churchill shades off to $9,000, and Washoe 
jumps to $14,000, and until recently to 
$16,000 per mile. This character of valua- 
tion has neither been just to the railway 
company nor to the State, and was never 
based upon any reasonable hypothesis, 
bat simply the whim or caprice of the as- 
sessor, who was required to give none and 
possibly had no reason for the valuation he 
placed upon the road. Again other classes 
of property have been fluctuating in valu- 
ation nearly as bad as railroads. 
Cattle 


are assessed in some counties at $10, in 
others at $12 and in a few counties at $1C 
per head, withoutjany intrinsic difference in 
their real value. 


It is to be hoped that these differences 


Will be met and overcome by the Board, 
and that every class and species of prop- 
erty will have a uniform valuation all 
over the State, and that there will be no 
inducement to live in one county and 
drive your property into another for ns- 
Hessment purposes. 


It is not expected nor ia it necessary 


that there should be any particular ad- 
vance in valuations, and at this time, when 
the people of the State are suffering from 
severe losses and stagnation in business, it 
wonld be cruel, if not indeed, criminal, to 
impose a heavier burden upon them, than 
the actual necessities oi government require 
honestly and economically administered, 
but what they do demand is, that the 
burden, "like the dews of heaven," shall 
fall alike upon all, and this is (he mission, 
and let us hope will be the result of the 
action, of the State Board of Equalization.
